It's time to talk about everyone's favorite subject of the moment. 
No, not the International Cricket Conference ban on persons who play or 
coach (even if they coach blacks) (OK, mister smart-guy Reverend Jesse 
Jackson, if we can't call black Africans black, what do we call them - 
"Afro-Africans"?) in South Africa. It's time to talk about the WORLD 
DIP CON selection process. 

I agree with the current proposal to have the site selected in the 
same way as DIPCON - that is, the site will be selected at this year's 
D1PCON in San Diego, with those wanting to host WORJLD DIP CON 
making their bids in front of the voters. I do not agree, however, with 
Larry Peery's suggestion of having multiple events in different parts of the 
country over a three-week period. There should be one con; after all, it's 
supposedly be "the World Championship of Diplomacy". The best place 
to hold it is near the Atlantic coast, near either New York or Washington, 
since this is in the range of a large part of the hobby, and since I believe 
that more visitors would come from Europe than from Australia regardless 
of the site. 

The frontrunners seem to be D1XIECON in Chapel Hill. NC. 
ORIGINS in Atlanta, and ATLANT1CON in Baltimore, although there 
could be a one-time-only Diplomacy -only event created just to host 
WORLD DIP CON. Perhaps MARYCON can be resurrected for one year. 
(The proposed Avalon Hill Championships convention has been put on the 
back burner.) 

LATE NEWS: Remember when SPI was still around? In their "game 
idea surveys*, the highest rating they ever received was for Case Geld, a 
hypothetical invasion of North America by a victorious Nazi Germany. 
Citing "fear of 'Nan-admiration*", SPI decided not to publish it. About 
ten years later.

I know that Pacificon has cash prizes (but not tat MIDCON*s level)* 
and tournaments at major cons (ORIGINS, for example) give away 
merchandise certificates* but I haven't heard any complaints. Does 
anybody have any comments on this " play for -pay" snuatkm?

I got a phone call the other night from "Credit Card Advantage" which 
offered me, a Mastercard/Visa holder, the chance to get all sorts of 
merchandise at cheaper than wholesale prices. All 1 had to do was pay $2 
for a three-month trial, and whenever 1 wanted to buy some major item (a 
TV. for example), I quoted the retail price and they would send me the 
item for 40 percent off. Since the $2 is refundable, they never bothered to 
give me a choice; just "give us your Mastercard/Visa number and we'll 
charge the $2". 

TIPOFF TO THE R1POFF! NEVER give any credit card number to 
somebody who calls you on the phone. (If you call them, and you feel you 
can tnut them, then it*s OK.) I said that 1 never give my number out. and 
the person on the other end said that "my mother's the same way, but 1 just 
punch it into the computer and it determines if it's a valid number"* 
COUGH WHEEZE. 

Fortunately, they made the mistake of telling me their company name 
and phone number. This way, (a) I didn't have to hang up on the guy but I 
said that I'd call them back if I wanted to accept, and (b) you know what 
to look out for when you hear that name. They even claimed to be 
"members of the Better Business Bureau". (So?) 

BACK TO BUSINESS: I got plugs this month from Cathy & Kathy! 
Not only did Cathy Ozog give me a plug in Cmthy*& Rjunbluiga. but Kathy 
Caruso even dedicated the latest issue of Kmthy'a Korncr to me, and just 
because I called her an "honest, ethical publisher" (and she is, isn't she?).

On the inside, about half of the *zine 
covers the games (regular and gunboat Dip), with letters and 
miscellaneous chitchat completing the 10 pages. I don't see any openings, 
but standby s are always needed.
